Mr. Martin presented repcirt of private 
bills committee, statiiij,' tliat all necessary 
forma of bills for incorporation of Nanai 
mo water works, iniuint; land on Fiiidley 
creek, Kouteiuiy, and the Victoria and Saan- 
icb railway had (been complied with, were 
recommended. 

tkle<;kai'iiii; scalk. 

Mr. MoTavish moved that a mcmoriil 
be tranaiuitted to the federal i^ovorninant 
praying that the charge for telegraphic 
meiiaages shall be tnade uniform, after the 
fuihioa p£ letter paatage, throughout the 
whole of the Dominnion of Canada. 
Seconded by Mr. Heli^esun and carried. 

Mr. McTavi.sh tnovud that in tho opin- 
ion of thia house great bunelit would re- 
sult if a. museum vvoro oatabliahod, under 
the auspices of tho govurnmctit, for the 
cohstaDl exhibition of natural produots — 
imheral, vegetable and animal — of the 
province, and that the government be 
urged to commonce the furmation of tho 
same; this hnuau buiu^; convinced that 
ranch benefit would result therofnim. 

In nwving the resolution lliu .ipeakcir re- 
marked that while meaauri's had been 
taken to make known our products abroad, 
no. means were provided for their exhibi- 
tion at home'. He thought that a sample 
office, whore apeciinons uf the ore.'i of the 
province could be visible, should be eatab- 
iished; and, a.i the cost would be very tri- 
fii^ng, bbmtnenceinent in thia direction 
iHouId be' made. He understood that since 
placing his motion on tho board a petition 
had been presented, having tho same ob- 
ject. in view, lie trusted thu house would 
take the matter into consideration. 

Hon. Mc. Sniillu) couipliinotited tho 
■ moVef'for having broached the subject — 
oi^e with which he was thoroughly lu ac- 
cord. He believed tho nucleus of a socie- 
ty had been formed with tho object of af- 
fording the inforinatiun Huibodiod in 
the mniutenanco of a niusiMnn of tliat kind, 
to tho general public. Ho biiliovod it w;:h 
becoming very difficult iiidt;o<l to obtain 
really good speciinens of Indian curiosities 
of workmanship; whilo thegrowing scarcity 
of oortaiu birds iu the proviiico rendered 
the securing of specimens of them deairublo. 
He believed the house as well aa the govern- 
ment would bo in favor of furthering tho 
object of tho resolution. 

jThe motion was carried. 

I CONTIIACT WOUK. 

Mr. Beaveu moved that an order of the 
house be granted for a return showing all 

correspondence and public buBinesa trana- 
nctions between tho government of British 
Columbia of any of its members, or anyone 
acting in their behalf, and James Cunning- 
ham, Esq., M. r. P., siiico ho was elected a 
member of this assembly, with a list of 
goods Bupplicd by him, work done, contracts 
made, prices paid, or to be paid, for the 
same; also a statement of any contracts 
with the govtrnmont to which said James 
Cnnningham became a bondsman. 

The mover thought that a casvnil glance 
at the public accounts would show the name 
of that gentleman appearing very frequent- 
ly, such as iu relation to the keep of prison- 
ers, new gaol, erection of public buildings, 
roads, streets and bridges, etc., and it 
■would interest the eloclors of New Wost- 
minster to know exactly how much that 
ptentlemnn had drawn from tho public treas- 
ury. The honorable member (ilr. Cuu- 
luugham) bad said that tho present 
was. the boat government ever formed 
iii^BntiBh:Coluipbia;!< f, How ho arrived at 
• that'opinion waa'at present a m'atterjbifqpn- 
jeoture, though the roturns asked for would 
no doubt assist the house and the public iu 
perceiving the means by which that conclu- 
aiou bad been arrived at. 

llr. Cuauingliam .said tho motion was a 
very personal niatter with him; and he was 
Bure the goveniniont would furnish tho 
honorable gentleman with full purticulara 
relative to the transactious that as a busi-

compelled to follow it, even as the honor- 
able mover had been, but who had since had 
im opportunity of becoming rich, for ho had 
been chief commissioner in bis time, Ho 
did not assort that he (Mr. l}(uiveu) had 
doue anything improper, but current ro])ort 
said he bad taken advantage of his oppoi- 
tuuities. The douliugs he (the speaker) 
bad had with tho governmout had been eu- 
tirelyof a busiueaauature; he had given them 
the worth of their money, and he chal- 
lenged anyone to prove the contrary, tie 
regretted to have to speak of himsalf bo 
much, but was prepared to stand by all 
ho had done. Failing to make any points 
against tho government, the mover of the 
resolution now attttoked the supporters uf 
that -government. If the leader of the 
opposition could effect anything by this 
course the honorablo gontloman was per- 
fectly welcome to do ao. 

Mr. Ueavon said tho last speaker had 
said ho would not skirk tho condoiiueiices 
of what ha had dniie. Tho- honorable 
gentleman would aaltbe.able to.belp him- 
self. If he 'was not the same James Oun- 
ningham whoso name appeared so fre- 
quently in tho accounts ho, tho mover, 
would bo very glad to know it; but if, aa 
he suspected, he wuro tho same, all he 
could say was that the honorable gentle- 
man had been guilty of that which waa 
entirely unconstitutional. Personally, he 
regretted to have to take the step he waa 
doing, for it waa tho tirst time in his 
political career he had felt constrained tu 
do so. With regard to the insinuation of 
his abuse uf uffice, he would ask the 
honorable gentleman whose friends were 
in power to search the records and ac- 
company^suoh' aD'impatation by prtfof ? 

The motion was carried. 

The Hon. Mr. Robaon moved: — 
Where.^3, in an act passed by this house 
in December, 1883, entitled "An act 
relating to the Island railway, tho grav- 
ing dock, and tho railway lands of the 
province," it was enacted {inter alia) that 
"The government of Canada shall, with all 
convenient speed, oiler for sale tho lands 
within the rallwoy bolt upon tho main- 
lana, on liberal terms to actual settlors;" 
and, whereas, little or nothing 
has yet been- done towards cairy- 
ing out .the above recited obligation, 
and the lands referred ■ to are still, 
for the most -part, practically locked 
up against purchase or settlement; and 
whereas actual settlers who entered upon 
sumo of these lands iu good faith are still 
uuablo to obtain patents to which they are 
justly entitled uiul are by reason of long 
delay and uuoertainty as to their holdings 
greatly disicouraged and hindered m their 
legitiminte operations; be it therefore re- 
solred that an humble address be presented 
to his honor the lieutenant governor pray- 
ing his honor to represent to-the Dominion 
government' tho disastrous effecta of the 
delay and uncertainty complained of, and 
urge' upon said government tbe duty and 
iniportauce of carrying out tbe spirit and 
letter of their agreomont by throw- 
ing the lauds referred to open to actual 
settlers with all possible speed, and also by 
issuing without further delay patents for 
such of these lands as may be bona fide oc- 
cupied by actual settlors. 

The iionorable mover said tl"^ as a 
government they had done everything to 
expedite matters in giving every possible 
aid and information to intending Bottlers, 
but the resolution was submitted 
with a view of strengthening and 
emphasizing tho position taken by the 
government. Nothing had so retarded 
settlement in the province as the uncon- 
scionable delay on the part of the Domin- 
ion in regard to oponing up tho railway 
lands of the province. Large numbers of 
settlers who had gone upon the lanr's in 
good faith under a rather uncertain circu- 
lar issued by the Dominion agent iu this 
province, were hampered in the improve- 
ment of their pro emptions by the uncer- 
tainty existing with regard to final 
acquirement of the lands. hlo hoped the 
house would show its desiru to stroiigthen 
tho hands of tho govornment iu their 
representations to the Ottawa house. 

Mr. Orr was thoroughly in accord with 
the last speaker. Ho wuuld add, how- 
ever, that there were other lands beside 
actual railway lands which were in the 
same position, notably the yumaa dyking 
lands, and it was desirable to ascertain in 
which government was vested the owner- 
ship of-tbem. 

Mr. Grant was sorry such a motion was 
necessary. If his advice had been taken 
the provincial govornment would have 
compelled the Dominion government to 
ful61 their obligations aa contained in tho 
settlement bill. He would Bupp3rt the 
motion. 

Hon. Mr, Smithe said the last speaker 

seemed to think that when the settlement 
bill was being net;otiated the local gov- 
ernment had it all in their own hande. 
Any such thing as a guarantee from the 
D.)minion 'government would have 
not only been impoasiblo but 
would have caused the latter to 
refuso to tniiko any terms at all. The 
authorities at Utluwa wore proverbially 
alow. Sir Alex. Campbell had said he 
was in favor, personally, with what was 
represented to him as to opening of tho 
lands aiid would endeavor'^to induce his 
colleagues to take the 'same', view, in 
which, tho speaker believed, he had buc- 
ceoded. He hud tho utmost oonlidenco 
that in the end everything contained in 
the agreement would bo carried out in 
good faith by tho Dominion. It was only 
the question of time which was the cause 
of complaint on the part of the provincial 
govornment. 

Mr. Cunningham spoke of the hardship 
experienced by settlers on tho mainland 
lands. They wore unhappy in their un- 
certainty — a feeling which it was in- the 
power ef the Dominion government to 
dissipate. The present stale of things 
was an injury to the settlers and to tho 
districts concerned. Ho was in favor of 
the resolution and thought -the^ govern- 
ment could be fairly asked tu act in "good 
faith. 

Mr. T. Davie said that there was an im- 
portant phase of thia auhjuct which the 
watch-dogs of the pu'6lic (tho opposition) 
had not alluded to, and did not appear to 
consider, but which he must be fully in 
formed of before he would vote for tho 
resolution. The resnlutioii leonoeded the 
right of the Dominion' g'ovarihtnent to all 
the lands within the rail^ayc^lt. ^VPosai- 
bly he was in error in thinking that this 
was a miatak j. Under clause 11 of the 
terms of union tho Dominion was entitled 
'only to the same extent of land as was set 
apart for railway purposes in the north- 
west territories and/Manitoba, and he (Mrl 



Davie) could not see that under the set- 
tlement act the Dominion government was 
untitled to anything further. Such being 
the cas^), before tho house could intelli- 
gently vote upon thia rescdution they most 
bo informed of tho quantity of land S(!t 
apart in" the N. \V. T. and Manitoba. If 
tho entire i'O mile holt in these places has 
been act a.jido, then of course the Domin- 
ion ia entitled to the aanie in this province. 

Mr. Or — They have sot .isido only al- 
ternate blocks. 

Mr. Davie — Then if that is tho case they 
are only entitled to alternate blocks in B 
C. It was necessary that further informa 
tion should be given, and for his part ho 
was not prepared to vote for the resolu- 
tion until better informed ou tho subject. 

Mr. Helgeseii intended to support the 
resolution. 

IMr. (.irant said that ho did not believe 
in one ineinbor .stealing another member's 
thunder. The point now mentiontid by 
the honorable nioinber for Victoria city 
had boon referred to by the Imnnrable 
tho leader of the opposition during tho 
present aesaitjn of the houao anil hii (Mr. 
Orant) remembered tho loader of thu op- 
position mentioning the matter to him 
(Mr. (i.) when the settlement bill was be- 
fore tho house, and he believed that he 
had also mentioned it in the hmiHe. The 
honorable aecoiul member for the city had 
spoken of tho oppn.iition, whom he 
termed "watch dogs" not doing their 
duty, but he must remark that a good 
watch dog can never be made out of a cur. 

Mr. Heiiveu said the settlement bill of 
I83-t ditl'ered from tho act of Mr. Walkem 
in that tho words which were the safo- 
guard of tho province were left out in tho 
first named bill. The seccnid member for 
Victoria cityshould have raised the point 
ho had that day at the time when ho voted 
for the settlement bill. Tho araving dock 
waa the only work that was progressing 
under the .seUdoment. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — What's that i 
aboui — [Cries of order | 

Air. Beuvun — Tho settlers wero in pre- 
cisely the same position aa they were 
under tho Walkem government— they 
were allowed tu aijuat on the lands and no 
more. [Hon. iMr. Smitho — No. J k\\ 
tho province had had to do was to give 
away the lands and receive tho money — 
that was all it had to do, and it had done 
it nobly. Tho intent uf thu resnlutiun 
was an executive matter, aud did not call 
for the endorsement of the house. 

INIr. Dunsmuir said that thi.s point had 
been put into the ear of the opposition 
by tt gentleman thou on tho floor of the 
house. 

The Speaker — I must call the hcmorablo 
gentleman to order. Ue has no right to 
make such remarks. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— I'll say them when 
tiiey are true. [Laughter ] 

Mr. Moiiveii repudiated anyniio having 
spoken to him; also Mr. (irant. 

Mr. Oalbraith wished tb.e member to 
continue his remarks, but tho latter, hav- 
ing been called to order, declined to do 
so. Mr. Oalbraith then dilated at some 
length on what he called the humiliating 
position of the government in the matter. 
The mover of the resolution had ropre- 
sontod himself as the champion of squat- 
ters' rights, and yet had been instru- 
mental in turning many squatters otF tho 
lands at EuKlish Hay — lands which had 
been sold at §10 an acrn, while s(iuattera 
had been compensated at tho rato ol ii'lM 
for their entire claims. Tho house should 
bring in a strong reaolution demaiidnig 
that the Dominion government keep faith 
in their agreement, and that if within 
a certain time they do not throw open 
the lands the house will aiilhurize its gov- 
urnnient to issue luitenis to tho.-m un- 
fortunate settlers who ivere likidy to 
leave the province. 

Mr. Orr suggested that the debate be 
adjourned until it could be ascertained in 
what position the lands, set apart for simi- 
lar purposes east of tho Rockies, stood. 

Lion. Mr. Davie was ()er:(on,illy uf ojiii - 
ion that tho motion shuuhl be aclj.'uriK'tl 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
all or only alternate sections had been re- 
served for the Dominion in the railway 
lands of the north- weot, which materially 
afloctod tho railway lands of thi.i [irovinco. 
He moved the debate be adjourned until 
Monday next.

WHO'S THE TRAITOR '! 

After a diacreot silenco, wliich l.as ox- 
tended over several muntha und cauaud 
him to reaemble a aettiD); hen trying to 
hatchabroodfroina"clutoh"of addled eggs, 
our osteomeJ morninfj conteinporiiry hart 
at last broken silence :ind oxprfaaod an 
opiniun upon Mr. Duck'a action in enter- 
ing the ministry. The occasion that called 
forth the opinion was the debate on Tuoa- 
day, oiiused by the action of the leader of 
the oppysitioH in arrw-igning Mr, Duck for 
alleged want of fealty to hia J'party" — 
said party consisting of six very sick and 
forlorn looking; Kentlenion, who are each 
and all engaged in an indecent scramble 
for the treasury bencheaand who are awf u lly 
angry because the mora they scramble the 
further off the priseaseem. Mr. Duck's 
poditiun was so well explained by himself, 
the premier and the provincial secretary 
that it is unnecessary now to conunont at 
any length, except to say that public opin- 
iun entirely ueijuita Mr. Duck of the accu- 
sation laid at hia door.

Ui.s oxcuao 
that he did so because he was iuld to toe 
ahillyahally to be entertained. Judas Ls- 
cariot kissed his master and betrayed 
him. ilr. Beavoa's proper course was tn 
have stood by Mr. .McCroight and fought 
for principles in sustaining which the Mc- 
Oreight ministry fell. But the tempting 
inducement of a heavy salary waa too 
great to be rosiatod. Mr. Beavon yielded 
to temptation and within twoiity-fuur 
hours after he had voted to sustain the 
la'.e government waa found on the treasury 
benches supporting principles he had pre- 
viously condemned 1 More of this anon. 
Our object in writing aow is to refreeh 
the memory of our esteemed morning 
contemporary. He has oitlier a very abort 
memory or ia a very forgiving man. When 
ho speaks of A.Vrr^S'i^L^.i c. r.i.-.ct aa a 
"grand flop" and a betrayal of hia party, 
what has he to say of Mr. Beaven'a con- 
duct in transferring hia allegiance from 
the Standard to the Times and endeavor- 
ing to kill the former and make the last- 
named sheet the chief opposition organ ?

It was not sufliciently 
"spicy" to suit his ideas of how a political 
or^an should be conducted. it wasn't 
coarse enough. It refused to call its op- 
ponents "thiovea," "liars," "raacala," and 
"beBsts" and, moreover, the publisher 
would not humble himself in the dust 
whenever the Great Beaven ei^tered his 
sanctum. Mr. Beaven did not want a 
paper; he wanted a piece of putty; and, 
egaa ! he haa got it in the Blunderbuss.

In this respect llie 
breach of the law carries its own penalty by 
leaving the claim of an unlicensed miner 
Uable to be jumped.

Bolves with free miners' cortiflcatea; so that 
in this Mr. Graham has only followed pro- 
cedout. In conclusiou, I niaintaiu that 
Mr. Graham by Ins moderation in adiniuiH- 
tering the law is doing much to enconriigc 
aud stimulate mining operatioas in his dis- 
trict aud develop its mineral and other 
resources, and has shown himself as fit for 
the duties to which ho has been called as 
"Skeena" is unlit to criticise hia manner of 
performing them. If nothing graver con bo 
established against Mr. Graham than tho 
shortcomings allegodjin," Skeena's" letter!

lie within a ruiliiis of eight miles, aud IIdw 
into tioKl creek. In .May, ISSl, a party 
fitted out by D. D. .Mann, llie ('. I>. K. 
contractor, determined on prospi ctiiij. ia 
the Selkirk range for ipiartz. 'I'liis purtv 
was joiued by others until it uuiubercd 
eleven men, with lifteou pack horses. It 
was decided to shape a course from I'.eavcr 
creek on tho Columbia river up Gold rivor, 
cross the summit ol theSelkirks, aud follow 
down Gold creek the estimated distauce to 
French creek, being some niuety miles. Mr. 
.las. M. Grew was oleeted leader, and from 
what I can gather, it is only due to him tu 
state that but for his iudomitablo persever- 
auco and energy the party would iu all 
probability 

NOT HAVE HEACUKD TUE INTEXDK!) OOAL. 

Tlie country traversed waa very thickly 
timbered, cedar prediunliiating, inter- 
spersed with belts of pine and hemlock, 
with dense undergrowth. I'rogreas from 
this cause waa neoeaaarily alow. A trail 
having to bo cut for tiie horses, nearly 
the whole force was thus engaged, the 
balancu of the men bringing up tho camp 
each night. Tho summer of that year 
happened to be a particularly ■.vot ;;iio, 
and not a day passed but there was more 
or loss rainfall. On Iho eastern aide of 
the Selkirks the mineral prospects were 
by no means encouraging. On reaching 
the summit a magnificent stretch of gruaa 
country wns mot with, extending amno 
five miles, flinkod by onormoua glaciers. 

GAME WA.S BV NO MEANS PLENTll-'l L, 

and with the oxcuption of a few spruce 
partridges and a tino buck, tho conmus- 
aariat department received no assistanco. 
The line of Gold creek was followed and 
French creek reached late in September. 
An extensive town must have ex'stod ut 
this spot, but it ia said to have boon first 
pillaged of all portable [jroper'y and then 
burnt by the Indiana after the minora 
had stampeded. French croek haaquito 
a largo body of water. On reaching this 
point tho character of the country changes, 
and to those acoustomed to mining pur- 
suits instinct would auugest a mineral 
country. Tho next croek, west of thi.i 
and about throe miles distant, is McOul- 
loch, and furlhor wost soino four miles, 
Camp creek. These throe crooks ti ke 
their rise close together, abTiui livo miles 
above their mouth. Mr. Orew'a party 
aatisGed themselves as to the nature uf 
the quartz in the locality, but owing to 
the lateness of the season mul a shoriiiesa 
of provisions wore conqiolled to go out. 
On hia return to the Beaver ho, with his 
two partners, loaded up two canooa with 
provisions and other minors' oiipplies and 
left for the "Bond." Tho trip down the 
river occupied nearly three weeks, owing 
to tho groat amount of portaging to be 
done, rapid succeeding rapid for nearly 
fifty milea, and with over tliirty-Bve hun- 
dred pounds of cargo, the progress was 
neceasarily slow. On reaching the mouth 
of Gold creek in tho latter part of Octobur 
it waa found that tho snow waa too low on 
the mountaiua tcj admit of anything being 
done.

Several true fissure 
veins have been laid bare and stool grey 
galena (tillnrium) haa been found in Liri^e 
()uantitiea, assaying silver (iO. Proapoct 
ing for lodea has been chiotly confined to 
the head of McCulloch creek and in what 
ia known as the Ground Hog basin and 
tho head waters of Kronch creek. Tho 
following quartz olaiiii.'i, ainoiigat othnra, 
were viaiiod by your correspondent: Bar- 
ret and party hold a

ono of which ia said to have been kept on 
the record books fur years past. Very rich 
quartz has been exposed, and the vein in- 
creases as it is sunk on. Grew's party hold 
two claims is the Ground Hog —one called 
the "McKay," on tho eaalorn side of tho 
croek, another named tho "I'Jmprcas," on 
the weat. Rich gold ijuiirix has been taken 
from each. The "Mcivay" is a true li.-^suro 
vein carrj'ing on it foot wall niaaaea of til- 
lurium — SO per cent, as at present sunk 
on. One ton from each of the above threo 
mines has been aent to tho states for mill- 
ing. The returns nro not yet to hand. I\Ic- 
Vittio, Reid and MacArthur also hold

crazy. This party haa ordered milling 
machinery from tho States and have built 
a turbine wheel tu drive it. -In Gham- 
pagne'a vein free gold permeatea the 
quartz in connection with white iron. 
Ward, Arthur, Dick, Green and other 
parties have also equally good thiiiga, ;ind 
whore all the prospects are ao encouraging { 
it seems almost invidious tu singlo out 
any in particular, but Uioso mentioned 
were personally visited by the writer. A 
majodty: of the parties holding claims in- 
tend erectiiig.moohinery to be worked by 
watier power, ior'' which purpose it wou'd 
bo impossible to pick out a lobaiity more 



suitable, streams intersecting tho whole 
country, the smallest of which would bo 
of aullicient water capacity to turn tho 
largest sized turbine.

— The hearing In tho 
case of tho socialist loaders, Hyndmau, 
BuriiK, Champion aud AVilliaiua, vharged 
with inciting to riot, contempt of law, cto., 
in conni-ction ^vith the recent demojistri*- 
tion iu London, b(?gaii iu liow street ])olico 
court this nlori^ing. Tho court room was 
well tilled \nth apectatora, hut was not 
crowdeil. .Mr. Roland, Holioilor for tho 
troaHtiry, iu preseuliug the case for the gov- 
eruuicut, quoted from the Rpeeoh made by 
the defendants at the time of tbo riots. 
Several newspaper reporters were callod as 
wituoHHo-i, and gave testimony regarding 
tbo action of the priaouers previous to and 
during the disorders, 

Bolund asked that all prisoners be com- 
mitted for trial. He said the proaeeation 
had nothing ot a political nature iu it, and 
urged that the uiou bo prosecuted for luis- 
denu'anor. This, he continued, cousiated 
iu the utterances by diil'ereut defeudaiits of 
•jsiui'ssioiis and seiitiiaeuts with intent to 
proYidio a breach of tho peace. Tbeau 
utterances were made at meotiugs held ut 
Trafalgar aiiuure and Ilydo Park ou Mon- 
day of last week. Iturus at the Trafalgar 
square meeting said to tho assemblage: 
"Unless we got bread thoy will got load, " 
and "the next time we will sack the bnkfr 
shops." It waa BaruB who Buggeatod to 
the mob to march through the weat end. 
When the mob arrived at Ilyde Park Burus 
agaiu addressed the rioterB and said: "Wo 
have shown what st(mes can do; we will 
try powder and shot if thoy don't accede, 
and there will be a revolution." Champion 
in his spei'cbos to the rioters on tUo same 
day urged his henrers to indusuce the police 
aud army to join the people. Williams iu 
his address urged tho people to organize, say- 
ing he was unwilling to have Btorving peo- 
ple confront soldiery unless the former were 
orgsiiized. Hyndman said: "Lot us show 
tirmi.ess; if peaceable means fail I will be 
tirst to summon you." 

The court iidjounied for one week, tlio 
prisoners being allowed to give bail.

CHINESE AT SNOIIOnilSlI. 

Three Plucky Celestials Defy 
DyHuiiitiu and Bullets 
and Stay. 

CExclualve to Hie Colonial.) 
SEArrLK, W. T., Feb, 17.— When the 
Chinamoii were drivoij out of Snohomish 
oity laat weak throe, who had property 
interests, were allowed to roinain, but 
wore notified that they must leave by 
Moiidijy last. On Monday, when told to 
■go, thoy refused and said they intended 
to remain. Lute Munday night a dynii- 
mile cartridge was exploded under their 
house, wrecking the building, but not in- 
juciug the Chinamen. The latter pluckily 
moved into a part of the building that 
was not destroyed and reiterated their de- 
termination to stay. This morning a num- 
ber of shots wore drod into the house, but 
none of the Chinamen were injured, and 
at last accounts they were eUll holding 
the fort and declaring they would not 
leave.

SEATTtK, Feb 17. — Junius Rochester, 
lawyer, and John Ivoane, shoemaker, 
were arrested to-day by order of General 
Gibbon. Both were prnniinent in the 
anti Chinese agitation wliicli preceded the 
riot of last week. By order of Governor 
Squire, issued Inst evening, a military 
commission for tho trial of tho offenders 
was dissolved, and, by tlio order of Gen. 
Gibbon, issued to-day, all persons will be 
examined before U. S. Coinniiasioner 
Eben Smith at 10 a. in. lo morrow. 
Prisons here are erovrdad, and tha work 
of making arrests is evidently not yet 
complete. The city begins to wear its 
usual aspect. Once more business, which 
has been 'stagnant since the riut, is be- 
ginning to revive.

From John Devereaux calling attention 
to the impassable condition of Bay street, 
and asking that tho street be placed in a 
passable condition. Referred to street 
committee for report. 

From seven ratepayers requesting that 
Parkington street and a portion of Fair- 
field road to Beacon Hill bo ulaced in 
condition for tralho. Koferred to streut 
coinuiittoo for report. 

From Edwin Johnson in regard to the 
status of chief and assistant engineers of 
fire departroentjj stating thfit. they wore 
under the direction of the' city council, 
and he did not think a change of law 
necessary in- the matter. Received and 
referred to firo wardens for report. 

From G. Bossi asking use of Johnson 
stieot during construction of building 
Grauted on the usual conditions. 

From a number of ratepayers of Alfred 
street asking for sidewalk for south side 
of that street.

Hon. Mr, Suiithu said if all the rail- 
way luiida proved to bo tho property of 
tho Dorniiiioii, then the resolution could 
proceed; if it appeared they were only en- 
titled tu alternate sections, then the pro- 
vince could assert its right to the remain- 
ing sections. As to the statement that 
settlers were no bettor off during the prej- 
oiit governiaoiit than during the Waltem 
gurerniuent was simply absurd. Railway 
settlers then iiad no status whatever; but 
since tho passage of the sottleinent act the 
Dominion government were pledged to re- 
spect thflir rights— the right to acquire 
their lands at §1 an acre. He explained 
the position of tlio "stjuattera" at English 
bay, who had been lawyers, bankers and 
businuss men, not />muyWe settlers whom 
he hud always treated fairly and honestly, 
and above all tbe land which they squat 
tod upon was not open to sottleinent, it 
having been leased land at the time. 

Jlr. Dunsninir took it that all tho rail- 
way lands within the belt had been appro- 
priated by tho Dominion government, and 
that that government had given the alter- 
nate seotions to the 0.

THE CAWT4DIAN PACIFIC. 

— Tlie CJrtuit Ovei'Iand Koiite. 

Tbe following is an extract from a 
.jiapBr by.\Mn!i^WaUer-Moberly, read at 
th&'njoeting of^thtf^ Histdncal ' Society 
at Winnipeg: 

EXPLOUATIONS. 

I was well awaro of tbe immense 
importance to the colony, aa well as to 
the- whole of British North America, 
of obtaining a direct line from -the 
mouth of the ;Era8er river to the east- 
ward of fcb« Rooky Mountains, and when 
I had the honor of serving t!ie Imperi 
bI Government, in the capacity of as- 
sistant surveyor-general of British Col- 
umbia in 1865 and 18CG, I impressed 
strongly upon Mr. Frederick Seymour, 
the then Governor of British Colum- 
bia, ;tLe advisability of making fv 
thorough exploration of the country 
south of tbe "big bend" of the Colum- 
bia river, which is in latitude 512 7' 
N., to the boundary line, and succeed- 
ed 80 well that I was appointed to lake 
charge of and make those explorations. 

Tbe i)rincipal result of my explora- 
tions the 'first year (1865) was to dis- 
cover the now celebrated Eagle Pass, 
ii the Gold range, and I was the first 
while man that had ever gone through 
it, and 1 wrote at that time, upon a 
small cedar tree, when I discovered the 
paas: "This is the route for the over- 
land railway" — a prediction which it is 
moat gratifying for me to see verified, 
as the G. P' R, now runs through it. 
That writing on the tree was made up- 
wards of twenty years ago by me, and 
I think it is very problematical, in- 
deed, if there were another person in 
the world who, at that distant date, 
even thought o£ a transcontinental rail- 
way through British North America, 
anditis a circumstance worthyof record 
that the "last spike" on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was driven in my pass, 
almost at the very spQt'wbere l wrote 
those words on a cedar tre£ 

In looking back to that time it is 
amusing to re-call to memory some of 
^he ei'lnts that took place in the 
colony. Wefore I had completed tbe e.x- 
plorations in ilie "big bend" of the Col- 
umbia and its vicinity I discovered a 
very rich vein of "argentiferous gal- 
ena," and also a large piece of gnltl 
bearing quartz, but I did not Bnd the 
ledge. Both of these discoveries were 
in the Selkirk fange. 1 was moat 
anxious to induce the Government to 
open B wagon road through the Eagle 
Pass, and had the line staked out, as I 
felt convinced it would open an enor- 
mously rich mineral country and put 
the colqnyfinto>^ most flourishing con 
dition. ' I also endavored to got the 
Government to let me open a trail that 
would afford communication through 
the Selkirk and Rocky Mountains to 
the prairie country lying to the east- 
ward; In luy. reports to the Goveru- 
ment I pointed out to them that it was 
the eastward we had' to look for 
permanent and substantial immigration 
into the colony, and not from San 
Francisco, etc., "by way of the sea." 
At that lime there existed a party, or 
rather a clique, in New Westminster 
who were bent upon getting the Gov- 
ernment to subsidize a direct line of 
Bt^ainera from San Francisco to New 
Westminister, which project I ojjposed, 
as 1 wanted the money jiroposed to be 
spent on the subsidy to be employed 
in building Eagle Pass wagon road and 
the trails through the Selkirk and 
■Rocky Mountains. Mj opposing the 
gcheuie of those persons brought their 
ire down upon my head, and I doubt 
if any person ever got much more abuse 
than I got! in the New Westminster 
papw. They . succeeded in preventing 
'the Government from going on with 
the work I proposed, and the result 
was that the "Big Bend" country was 
shut up for twenty years, and I left 
the colony in disgust, vowing I would 
not go back until the overland railway 
was begun. 

In 1871 the exploratory surveys for 
tbe Canadian Pacific Railway were 
commenced, and I was offered a ])0si- 
tion on them, and pointed out to the 
Government of the Dominion the pro- 
per route for the railway to follow and 
recbtnmended them, by all ineanis, to 
go by the valleys of the Fraser and 
Thompson rivers and the Eagle Pass, 
and thence easterly to the eastern foot 
hills of the Rocky Mountain.s, and I 
went to work with every expectation 
of completing the surveys witliin the 
two vears, as required by the terms of 
confederation. In January, 1872, 1 rc- 
port«d the line of quite feasible 
throughbut, and thought I would have 
the preliminary., surveys finished thut 
year, but, to my amazement, I was or- 
dered' by the engineer in chief to aban- 
don all the surveys by my route and 
take charge of the Yellow Head Pasa- 
line. So onee itnore my, endeavor to 
open that part of the country was roost 
effectually stopped, and I most unwill- 
ingly went to the Yellow Head Pass, 
with the conviction I had left the pro- 
per line for the railway boliind mo. 

Tbe Yellow iToad Paas is certainly a 
remarkably good one .so far as easy 
gradeg arid comparatively light work 
are concerned, but I could nov(;r noth- 
ing along the whole line easterly from 
the North Thompson river to develojj. 
The scenery in the Yasker valley is in 
places very line, and there I spent one 
of the pleasantest winters I ever pass- 
ed.
